New Yokk. Morch 2.V— As ono of the 
coast patrol of Blue Point Life-aaviug Hta- 
tion on I,ong lalund waa breasting a gala 
at a 111 tic Iwforo dawn this morning in an 
endeavor to reach the end of his beat, he 
saw u big ocean steamer coming In toward 
tlie sands at dangerous velocity. Hhe soon 
Btruck wilb a force thai madu lier masts 
i-end like willows and then swinging 
broadside was hit blow after blow by the 
incoming breakers that nearly put her 
on beam ends. Aa tho coast guard turned 
bis buck on the wind and double-quicked 
for lbs station he saw ono 
part icnlarly heavy sea strip the steamer 
of her rigging, and directly afterward her 
masta went by the board. In a compara- 
tively short time the entire lot of tbe life 
saving station were on the beach abreast 
of the vesse! working like boavcra to fur- 
niah needed aid. With each half hour the 
gsle increased In violence, and It was not 
until ten o'clock that a life-line was 
fairly landed on tbe docks. Another line 
followed, and tbe aurf-boat was sent 
slongside. Then begun tbo work of aending 
passongors ashore. Men were scut 'ju 
tbe brooches buoy, while women and chil- 
dren were consigned to the more com- 
fortable surf-boat Nearly two hundred 
in all were lauded this way, when res- 
cuing steamers arrived and took off tho 
remainder of tho people. Tbs steamer 
was the Bootia, ten days overdue from 
the MedilerraneSD, wilb eight hundred 
Italian s'.oersge passengers, livu hundred 
of whom she bad taken from u sister ship 
wliicb bud been sunk in tho Bay of Naples 
liy the iron clad manof-war Italia. The 
Kc'itia's cargo, conaiated of fruit, maca- 
lui iand wines. Her engine* became di*- 
uliiod when within fifteen mil** of Fire 
lalund, and the captain, in order to save 
the passengers, ran the vessel ashore, 
rather than take tbe chance of foundering 
in deep water, as did tho Oregon^ Tbe 
Hcot'a can be pulled off.

LONDOV, March 97.— Tbe Coronet arrived 
off Queenstown at half-past elovon o'clock 
this morning. Nothing has been seen of 
tbe Dauntless. The Coronet passed tbd 
winning point at ViM under full press of 
canvas, the wind at that hour boing north- 
west and fresh. la pMsing tha given 
line, Roche's Point, tbe Ttotorieus yaobt 
fired live guns, and the time waa at once 
taken by tho Secretary and members of 
tbo Boyal Cork Yacht Club, wlio 
had been on the lookout for her arrival. 
The club then holated the signal announc- 
ing the Coronot'a arrival, tbe various 
stations answering the pennant. The wind 
was blowing bard and the Coronet entered 
Cork Harbor in spanking atyle, with 
all Bail set and bugging the western 
abore. From the start to the finish 
the Coronet eiperienoed strong galea 
with tremendous seas. On Tnesdsy 
and Wednesday last she hove to for 
several hours each day, and made only 
ninety miles In tb,i forty-eight hours. Hor 
average run during the passage waa from 
280 to aso milea a day. The Coronet ar- 
rived at 12 :41 p. m. Tbe apparent time oc- 
cupied in passage is U days, 23 hours 84 
minutes and 46 seconds, and tho actual 
time, computed on tbe Groonwiob basis, 14 
days 10 hours 3 minutes and 14 seconds.

Germany. This city was crowded with 
people from all parU of the taptre and the 
world, who had com* for the parpoaeof 
witneaaing the ceremonies In honor of tbe 
event. Tbe flrst class botola were filled 
with royalty. The weather was fine and 
tbe enthusiasm of tbe people unbounded. 
Tbe Emperor oootinues in th* beet of health 
and spirits Ue received the royal guests 
at tbe puluce at eleven o'clock in the mom- 
iDg. The reception appeared in no way to 
fatigue him, and be repeatedly appeared at 
one of the windowa bowing hla ackmirl- 
edgement of the enthnalaatle cheera whiefc 
reached bis ears from the crowd* oa Uw 
street below. 

The dsy was ushered ia by tbe tolling of 
the church and other bells thioughout tbe 
city. Nearly every building, public aad 
private, was guily bedecked with flags aad 
hunting in honor of the occasion. Bust* of 

Bmperor William 
were displayed in 
every show window. 
Dense crowds in holi- 
day attire filled tho 
streets. Early in tho 
day tbe School chil- 
dren of all ereeda as- . 
■ embled in tbeir^ 
school room*, formed: 
In procession and! 
marched to thel 
churches and syna-| 
gogues to offer their' 
praises in honor of 
their beloved Kaiser, The atudenU of the 
various universities and colleges marched 
by tbe Imperial palace, from a window of 
which . the Emperor reviewed them. Tbo 
students cheered vociferously as tbey 
passed and the utmost enthusiasm pre- 
vailed, amounting to a perfect ovation. The 
Emperor bowed frequently aa tbe atqdenta 
filed by. They sang and the banda played 
the national anthem. A number of mounted 
students led the procession. Those who 
brought up tbe rear were also mounted. 
The Imperial family and the royal gussu 
drove in procession to the palace to tender 
their congratulations. They were loudly 
cheered by the crowds. 

The authorities of tbe municipality of 
Berlin proceeded In procession In ttie 
morning from tbe Town Ball to tbe ohnroh 
of St. Nicholas to psrtlclpate in the com- 
municative services celebrated lo that edi- 
fice. The procession was accompanied by 
bands of ic.usic, trumpeters, etc., and pro- 
sented a gorgeous appearance. As .the 
clergy and the memiwrs of the municipal 
govornmcnt, each attired in his robes of 
oflice, entered the church, the organ pealed 
forth a hymn of thanksgiving, aad a great 
^hout went up from the crowd surrounding 
the building.' The musical part of the serv- 
loes wore strikingly appropriate and the 
festival sermon a panegyric of the aged 
Emperor, 

At noon a royal salute was fired in the 
Eoenigs flats, and at one o'clock Prince 
Biamarokand General Von Moltko anriTed 

at the palace and congratulated the Kaiser. 
They wore eothusiaslically cheered on their 
way to and from the palace, and acknowl- 
edged the ovation by repeatedly raiaing 
tiicir bead covering aad bowing to tbe maSr 
titude. 

The day was celebrated hi every town in 
Qormany. , 

Tbe acenes during the evening were mag- 
nificent beyond description. Tbe eatlia 
city was illuminated, a large number of 
luminous decorations being costly and 
unique, and tbe sky seemed sbloze with 
rockets and every oonoelvable species of 
fireworks. The most superb spectadle of 
all was exhibited in front of the Academy 
of Arts, and consisted of a huge picture 
three hundred feet long and sixty feetblgh, 
depicting some of tbe most interesting Mid 
important events of the Emperor's life. 

Prinoe Bismarck and Count Von Mbltk^ 
it is said, have received most munificent rfr 
wards for their invaluablo servlco to the 
State, the character of which, however, is 
as yet unknown to tbe pubiio, snd all of the 
secretaries of departments (Ministers itf 
the Empire) havo boon decorated. 

Tbe Emperor received a deputation of the 
Imperial faouscbold in the evening and lb a 
speech of thanks for their congratdlMkiaa 
said: "I have reached this age by tha|n()a 
of God.

FACTS ABOUT FOWLS. 

Bow th« Panltrr Tard Can Bo Made a 
Frolllabi* AdjBOOt to th* Farm. 

I wish to call attention to the value 
of milk— sweet, sour, thick or lliin— for 
poultry. Egg production 1 think is 
decidedly the most paying result to ho 
obtained from hens, though many birds 
will need to be raised to sell to n plen- 
isb layers too idd to keep. In January, 
'85, my fowls h:id only half enough 
milk, and I sold from tliem al)ont forty- 
five dozen egi^s. In January. '.Sii, wo 
sold almost noiu': and in the middle of 
February tliey wi;rr f.ir b 'low their ae- 
custonie<l work. I ciui attribute tliis 
difference to nothing <dse but lack of 
milk. The los<. at the time wlien eggs 
are at the highest price, is considerable, 
and I do not intend lliat my fowls shall 
ever again be wi:.liiiMt plenty of milk. 

Now and then a fowl will die. It may 
be disease or a hurt from some animal. 
1 beard people say that the .sharp par- 
ticles of bones killed them, and as this 
looked reasonable I stopped feeding 
bonis*. But the number of eggs lessened, 
and I recommenced the bone-feeding, 
with evident improvement. Possibly a 
sharp piece of bone may occasionally 
kill a fowl, but so it sometimes docs a 
man. Shall wc therefore slop eating 
. meatorfisb? A mill is advertised for 
grinding bones for fow^ls but I do not 
know about it. I am well satisUcd to 
pound them with the head uf a light 
axe, on a very solid stone high enough 
for convenience. 

I I lose a fowl now and then, and do not 
see how it can be avoideil altogether, 
but tlie best earn will liiing the losses 
down to a minimum, and without this 
there can not be niueh prolit anywhere — 
it is the little, app irently iinimpoiiant, 
every day neglect that eventually eats 
into the fanner's purse. A fowl's giz- 
wwxl must be one of the most marvelous 
Structures, for wliat do they not put 
therein. Do not put bones in the fire, 
for this destroys the best part — grease, 
gristle, marrow, etc. The hons manage 
tiie sharp, hard, angular, flility par- 
ticlM somehow. How they come at the 
well-known sound of the pounding— 
rannjiig, flying, cackling, Just as a hnn- 
gry flook (mine are rarely hungry for 
feed) do for com. 

Brother farmers, do not forget that 
millions of eggs are evwjryiear imjioi-ted 
from France and othw 'iBonntries, and 
wake up to this easiest, most profitable 
and most interesting branch of farming. 
How many farmers keep a drow.sy, 
dejected, forlorn-looking, unprofitable 
lot of hensP Neighbors and visitors 
frequently make remarks about my 
handsome brood. Nothing at all but 
plenty of any kind of feeil, shells, bones, 
milk, ashes or dust, and all tho ranging 
room thoy choos(<. Under tlie-^e con- 
ditions they scarcely dani;ige .-uiy thing. 
A plowed liehl -repeatedly |ilowod~-iu 
for them a most delightful resurt; they 
fairly cbuoklo over the luscious morsels 
that abound everywliore in the freshly

It was stated a few months ago in 
an Amerloan paper that a ridi man's, 
wife wore upon her neok and breast 
every evening precious stones of the 
value of £40,000, other ladies displaying 
jewels to a lesser amount. Nor are 
American ladies free from tho charge 
of smuggling; many of tbero, indeed, 
are adepts at the busincts, able to im- 
part a secret or two to the professionals. 
I)uring a recent .'^Jaraloga se.ism on - 
lady was lle:ll^l to boast that shi' hail 
liruuglit over a suit of diamonds in the 
hcids of sevtral i>aii s of slipipcrs. whicli 
she had made on |Mirposo to contain 
them. These dainty articles were oslcn- 
t.iliously displajcd and taken notice of 
by the searchers; but the heels were not 
snspeeied of being hollow or to cuntniu 
diamonds. Hollow heeled boota were 
at one time greatly in use ns a part of 
iho snuigglingmachinery. Thatmodeof 
carrying on the illipit IratBo was ulti- 
mately discovered- by an under 
atewaird of an American liner, 
who, for a consideration, com- 
municated the secret to tho cus- 
tom house authorities. Th^n fol- 
lowed a series uf conli-ivauces in the 
shape of double-botlomcil trunks, va- 
lises with socrot pockets, desks with in- 
side drawers and guns and pistols which 
were so contrived as to contain a few 
of the much coveted gems. All tlie.se 
contrivances were in turn discovered; 
they were ju-t llie kind of concealments 
which the olVicers had tlii'ir thoughts 
fixed uiKin. Just as the cu.-lonis author- 
ities were under the impression that 
tliev had suppressed the illicit tratlic, a 
new era in gem smuggling was inangii- 
rat- d, and mol e di»iriunils riMched the 
United Elates duty free than before. 
.Smuggling, it may be saiil, devi lopeit 
into line art; at all eveiit.<, the incidence 
of llie trade for a brief period became 
so simple as to seem like child's play; 
indeed, children were made to pl«y an 
imporlaut part in the business. A story 
which lately became public shows how 
well the modern diamond smugglers had 
laid to heart Poe's precepta. "Pleaseto 
hold my baby while my husband helps 
me to op;'n my trunks; ho will be quite 
good if you will shake his rattle," said 
a lady passenger to the ofHccr who was 
w.iiting to look over her traveling 
gear. And that oHicer goo;l-liumoredlv 
did as he was rc>|uestcd, lihaking the 
rattle U> the gre.it delight of the little 
one. The rattle in question, which, 
fastened to a ribbon, was tied to the 
child's wrist, was tilled with gems of 
great value, a mode of smuggling that 
at the time was too simple for detection. 
A clever woman, attired in the co.stume 
of a Sister of Mercy, was pas-ed over by 
the ollicers because she Imd no ln;:;;:ige 
worth examining. .Sli" p .-<c,ji.iI. Imu-- 
ever. a line string of beads which, with 
downra-t eyes, >he k''pt telling. .Siife 
on land, she w:.'^ alt'eelioiiately wel- 
comed by two persons dressed in cos- 
tumes similar to her own. Need il be 
told that she was a smng^der, and that 
her lii'adsweri" so eonstrncted that ycach 

held a diam 1 weighing s.'Veii or eight 

carats? Another ingenious person hit 
upon the plan of placing a few precious 
studies in a toy kaleidescope, which hail 
been given to a child who carried it 
ashore in safely. A number of homing 
pigeons, kept in cages and purchased 
at a village in Belgium aiid brought 
to the United States by way of Paris 
and Ua\TC, also |)layed u profitable part, 
each pigeon being, freighted with a 
cargo 6f exquisite gems concealed in 
quills, and carefully fastened to the 
message-bearing dove. An extensive 
system of diamond smuggling wa.s at 
one time carried on from Canadian 
ground by the aid of homing pigeons. 
The discovery of litis illicit tr.ide was 
made accidentally liy a farmer, who hap- 
pened to shoot one of the birds, and on 
examining it found that there was fast- 
ened to its log a quill cont.iiniug a num- 
ber of dianiondsl A clew being olv 
tailied, the local habitation of the pigeim 
proprietors was discovered and lln ir 
mode of business put an end to. The 
scheme, stated sinply, wti.': to fly every 
week or ten days a llock of a dozen or 
fifteen jiigeons, eaidi carrying about 
half a dozen gems. As the duly on dia- 
monds amounts to ten per cent, the 
trouble taken to smuggle tlieso <rems in- 
to the United Slates not i-eem -o 
very ri'inarknble. The i .■ilue of the 
stom's lioneslly iinport.'il into thi: Uniled 
Slates is between fs.i i M.^m and |9,00(.>,- 
000 per annum, and it has been calcu- 
lated that gems to half tliat sum escape 
payment of the duty. — Chambers' Jour- 
naU 

An Electrical Baton. 

Leading n chorus by electrical ap- 
paratus bos been tried in Paris. The 
current is used in beating time for the 
chorus of an opera company while the 
singers are behind the scenes. An elec- 
trical baton, hung in a cons|)icuous 
place, is controlled by the foot of the 
leader of the orchestra, who has also in 
front of him a small duplicate, by which 
he can see whether his fool is beating 
the correct time. Tho electrical baton 
does not actually move in space, Iml it 
presents the appearance of iloing so. 
There are, in f.iet, two li;ilons oeenpy- 
ilig ilifTi'i ent po>ition.;, wliieli on being 
revolved by I he action of el.'ct ro-mag- 
nels, present bl.ack and white faces ,.||. 
ternately on the liackgronnd. An opti- 
cal illnsion is thus proilnced exticlly 
ecpiivaleni to the movement of a single 
white baton in the hands of a leader. 
Il is said that nnieh greater precision is 
obtained by this device than where the 
time is beaten for tbo chorus by a 
second leader behind tho scenes.

Aiuoni; the iniiiiiiiei :iMe 
schemes that weio brou<;hl befme hi' 
attention tbo one that attntcti-d liiiii 
the most was the N'iearaiifra canal ino- 
je.'l. lliiriii;: I i. ri. i nl lirant's adiiiin- 
isir.Hinii a eioiiiiii-.<i in wa.-* iiiiiininlcd 
to inve-ti;;at. the .several canal pro- 
jects and to make a rci>orl and m-om- 
mendations. Tho commission was 
headed by Admiral Aramen, and in a 
voluminoiu report declared that the 
Nicaragua Ichome was tlio most avuil- 
nble. • • .• MrClellan was to be 
asaociatod with Grant in the prosecu- 
tion oi tho work. Grant was to be tlie 
president of tho company, and McClel- 
lan was to be at tho head of thu cugl- 
nceri.ig dc)>artment. 

Tho ari nngeiiieuts of the scheme took 
time, but at In^t, after iiumk-iuuh coiifer- 
i-iicefi, impels Were piepared that were 
sati^faclOl■y to all parti .s. Oui i il- 
(Jrant and McClellnii mc-t In a N. w 
Yorkofllee to lliem. Il >1i.miM be 
mentioned iiicidenlally thai, with (i.-ii- 
oral Grniit at the head of the eiiterpriM-, 
the liriii of (iiaiil and Ward wcoild 
UMliirally lun e been its liiiaiieial a;:eiit.H. 
'I'lie papers enilind \ iii^ the a^xreeiiieiil.s 
received a Irial >erutiii_\. and MOiif dis- 
CU.<.lion cllMled. 'I'lleli ( ieiii-ral Ml ( lel- 
lan, who held the deeiiiiieiiN. p.i-«ed 
them tu lieneral (iruiit. The later had 
taken a pen in hit hand to nfll.x bis 
nature, when n messenger on torod hur- 
riedly and handed a dispatch to him. 
It announced the failare of tho Ma- 
rine Bank, The Oeneral ros« and 
banding thcmcsiingo to McClulIan ri;- 
marked: 

"In that case 1 think Th.-td better no 
fijjn, for if till- Marine H.iiik has failed 
lliat nil an- (ir.iiit A' Ward." 

(■rant & Wni'd had nlivudy failed, but 
the Uenernl had not heanl of it. Mo- 
Clellan looked at the dispati-h fur a 
moment nnd then replied: 

"No; in that case I don't believe 
eitlier of us had better si^'ii. for I ibort 
believe either von or 1 w ant to be finiiid 
in the n-si-t.-to} ("ii-.iiit & Ward." 

The ri-iiinrk wa« made with no knowl- 
edge of lis deep .»i;;iiiliennce, but it was 
the eud of General Grant's cOnucnition 
with tho Nicaraugua uiUial, — A'. 1",
